Stable Eu rop e Needed 


For W orld Peace 


(An article condensed by W. D. 
Bristow) 
The reconstru ction of Eu rop e will 
bring on some p olitical difficu lties. 
It is said that 
geograp hy 
is 
the 
mother of history . 
By look ing at 
a 19 39 world map we 
find 
that 
Eu rop e consisted of abou t 30 cou n* 
tries of v ariou s sizes. Some were so 
small they cou ld hardly be seen on 
the map . Throu gh the center ran a 
string of large 
cou ntries. 
Today , 
nearly all these 
large 
and 
small 
cou ntries are u nder Hitler s 
ru le 
or his allies. Natu rally , these cou n­ 
tries want to be indep endent. Bu t 
they also want to be secu re. 
Their 
p resent fate shows that they were 
not secu re in the Eu rop e made by 
the Treaty of Versailles. Not only 
that, bu t their ex istence u nbalanced 
Eu rop e. They merely mak e the way 
of the aggressor easier. 
On a map of 19 14 Eu rop e is less 
p atchy . The main body of cou ntry 
was large cou ntries. The p ower was 
ev enly distribu ted. The p eace 
of 
Eu rop e dep ended on u nderstanding 
•between these cou ntries. The 
first 
World War resu lted in break ing u p 
of sev eral large emp ires. A bu nch of 
new cou ntries dev elop ed. None 
of 
these states cou ld defend themselv es 
against a Eu rop ean p ower. Eu rop e 
was doomed 
to 
war 
u nless 
the 
wou ld-be conq u erer cou ld 
be 
re­ 
strained. 
They first tried disarming 
Ger­ 
many and nex t collectiv e secu rity in 
the Leagu e of Nations. The ex amp le 
of Germany has shown that no na­ 
tion can be comp letely disarmed and 
no “collectiv e secu rity ” can be se­ 
cu re so long as p eace is not in the 
interest of all. War brok e ou t 
in 
19 39 . This p rov ed the weak ness of 
the Eu rop ean stru ctu re. 
How can a secu re continent 
be 
brou ght abou t? “The destru ction of 
Germany ”, say some. Ev en if it Is 
p ossible to destroy a modern nation 
of eighty million p eop le, the cu tting 
u p of Germany wou ld not mak e Eu ­ 
rop e secu re. Aggression has not been 
wholly confined to the ax is. 
Another su ggested solu tion is the 
u nion of all 
Eu rop ean 
cou ntries. 
Howev er, this cannot be realized by 
a mere drop of the hat. 
Those who 
are 
stu dy ing 
this 
p roblem say that there will 
be 
a 
long armistice. Du ring this p eriod a 
reconstru ction will be work ed 
ou t. 
What form this will tak e no 
one

Du ring the p ast two week s, the 
members of the civ ics classes, u nder 
the su p erv ision of Mr. Hu bert Mor­ 
ton, hav e giv en some ex cellent re­ 
p orts. These rep orts are based 
on 
gov ernment affairs which the grou p 
has stu died ot which p ertains to the 
p resent war. The army , nav y , and 
marines were stressed in imp ortance 
with the fu tu re p eace of 
America 
and her democratic allies. Other re­ 
p orts were on gov ernment schools, 
the American Red Cross, 
training 
camp s for the soldiers, 
and 
the 
British and co-op eration with 
the 
allied cou ntries that are fighting for 
freedom. 


When Pearl Harbor was hit, 
it 
was the first sl*ep towards 
great 
changes in ev ery commu nity 
in 
America. Then 
Manila 
and 
thq 
Du tch ru bber p lantations and down 
to ev ery au to trail in this land went 
the danger of less ru bber and fin­ 
ally no ru bber for transp ortation. 
You k now America, as no 
other 
nation in the world, has its trans­ 
p ortation on ru bber. 
Cu rtis Martin made a timely re­ 
mark one morning this week , when 
he said, “Ou r soldiers shou ld 
set 
u p the cry , we’re mak ing the world 
safe for ru bber.” In fact, that is| 
p art of the stru ggle, “To mak e thej 
world free for ru bber.” 
Now, this leads u s down to Ham-j 
lin. Sev eral day s ago Hamlin gro* 
eery merchants annou nced 
cu rtail­ 
ment of deliv eries . . . . to three 
p er day '. Since then many of their 
cu stomers hav e u rged them to cu t 
it down to two, and some say ONE, 
In fact, it may come to NONE. 
You remember, or do y ou for­ 
get, that in the war y ears of 19 14- 
18, deliv eries were cu t ou t. Then it 
wias done with little mu les, 
and 
jig-oarts. You remember then sev ­ 
eral p riv ate hau lers did odd jobs* 
Hamlin now needs one or two small 
hack -hau lers for odd jobs. 
The grocery men are going to face 
sev eral things that they will cu t ou t 
from their cu stomers, 
if the 
war 
lasts long. No deliv eries and 
no 
sack s. Already p ap er sack s are hard 
to get. It might be that the time 
will come when they will tell y ou to 
bring y ou r own bags or box es or 
carry what y ou bu y in y ou r arms. 
Some enterp rising 
Hamlin 
woman 
will be seen with a fancy du ck ing 
sack or sack s entering the grocery 
store to hav e them loaded u p . That 
w'ou ld ^be good economy ev en 
if 
there was no war raging. 
After talk ing with a few of the 
grocery owners, we feel 
free 
to 
su ggest 
that 
Hamlin 
hou sewiv es 
start at once to order what 
they 
may need for the day , early in the 
morning and enable the stores to 
do most of their deliv eries arou nd 
nine A. M. and finally ' none in the 
afteroon. Get accu stomed to 
lesi 
serv ice and when no su ch modern 
serv ice is av ailable, it will not be so 
hard.

the remission of all p enalties and interest on delinq u ent tax es for the y ears u p to and 
inclu d­ 


ing the 
y ear 19 39 , p rov ided, howev er, that this shall ap p ly only if delinq u ent tax es inclu ding 19 40 


are p aid at one time, and not later than Janu ary 3l t 19 42. 


We wou ld lik e to p oint oat also that if these tax es are not p aid, or hav e not had a sat­ 


isfactory p artial p ay ment p lan work ed ou t with resp ect to them on or before Janu ary 31, 19 42, 


it is the intention of the City to commence collection of said delinq u ent tax es by the u se of su its. 


Natu rally , it is not the desire of the City to work a hardship on 
any tax p ay ing citizen, 


howev er, tax es mu st be p aid in order to maintain y ou r civ ic gov ernment, 
and if y ou do not bear

The p artial p ay ment p lan is still av ailable to those who wish to u se su ch p lan in tak ing 


care of 
their delinq u ent tax es, 
so if 
y ou are u nable to p ay all y ou r delinq u ent tax es at once, this 


cou rse is still op en to y ou .

a tire insp ector, and su bmit three 
sp ecimens 
of the 
insp ector’s

p iece of p ap er. This is to be mailed

Board, Post Office Box 1206 , Stam­ 
ford, Tex as.

chairman of the Board and the head­ 
q u arters were set u p in the Chamber 
of Commerce office in Stamford with 
Chas. Green and Mrs. L. I. Bennett 
acting as secretaries. 
The Board set 
as their 
meeting 
dates on Tu esday and Friday after­ 
noons in each week , the first meet­ 
ing to be held on Tu esday 
after­ 
noon, Janu ary 20, at 
which 
time 
only will ap p lications be p assed on 
for tires. 
The ap p lications for 
tires 
will 
'be obtained from the tire dealers 
and not from the tire board. 
The Defense Cou ncil ask s that the 
p u blic co-op erate in mak ing 
the 
work of the Rationing Board and 
the secretaries as easy as p ossible, 
and to k eep in mind that the mem­ 
bers of the Tire Rationing Board as 
well as Mr. Green and Mrs. Bennett 
are p atriotically donating their serv ­ 
ices.

The letter is as follows: 


The letter, from Pau line Conner, 
was written in a Honolu lu hosp ital 
on Dec. 11, fou r day s 
after 
the 
attack , du ring which she aided 
in 
handling hu ndreds of the 
attack 
v ictims. 


Dear Mr. Morrison: 
The first air raid is ov er. 
We 
came throu gh withou t a hit (hos­ 
p ital). Bombs fell 
all arou nd 
u s 
while we work ed lik e mad. 
I was in bed Su nday a. m. when 
the raid began, bu t as soon as I 
heard ambu lances screaming I k new 
it wasn’t an anti-aircraft show the 
boy s were giv ing u s. I tu rned on 
my radio ju st in time to hear the 
annou ncer say : “Get off the streets 
—this is an enemy air attack .” 
In 
abou t 30 minu tes we were all 
in 
u niform, work ing lik e mad. 
The first few brou ght in 
were 
dead, bu t soon the wou nded 
were 
p ou ring in and lined u p two deep 
in the 
emergency 
and 
receiv ing 
rooms, being ex amined and assorted 
for immediate su rgery 
or 
delay ed 
su rgery . 
All av ailable rooms were 
going 
fu ll sp eed. We were 
work ing 
in 
teams. No time was lost, one 
case 
in and the other ou t. All day 
we 
work ed withou t resting for a mo­ 
ment. 
Soon the Red Cross was on 
the 
job, sending u s donors 
for trans­ 
fu sions. 
By mid-afternoon we were 
ru nning two rooms tak ing blood for 
p lasma and transfu sions. 
The calm efficiency of the entire 
hosp ital staff u nder fire was won­ 
derfu l. 
All conv alescing 
p atients 
were sent home. 
Before the first bombing attack 
had died down, the emergency u nits 
were mobilizing, 
doctors, 
nu rses, 
nu rses’ aids, stretcher bearers, am­ 
bu lance driv ers, disp atch riders all 
to their stations. Before afternoon 
we were receiv ing p atients with red 
M (morp hine) on forehead and blu e 
T (tetanu s), indicating 
they 
had 
been giv en first aid at some station 
before being brou ght to su rgery . 
Night came. 
Martial 
law 
had 
been declared. 
Red Cross stations 
had been set u p . 
The army 
and 
nav y were 
in 
comp lete 
charge. 
Gu ards wore arou nd the 
hosp ital. 
We settled down for ou r first real 
black ou t. 
The night was still as death 
at 
first, bu t soon the bombers retu rn­ 
ed, and firing continu ed sp asmodic­ 
ally throu gh the night. 
We felt ou r way arou nd the hos­ 
p ital by flashlight, dim with 
blu e 
p ap er. 
Dawn came. 
An enemy bomber 
flew low ov er the hosp ital and was 
intercep ted by one of ou r p lanes. 
A dogfight began ov er the hosp ital. 
Machine gu n bu llets 
sp ray ed 
the 
sidewalk s, and ev ery one 
fell 
flat 
to get away from the bu llets. 
The 
gray dawn tu rned to day light, and 
we began cleaning u p su rgery cases 
left ov er from Su nday . 
Su rgery was 
p u t 
on 
wartime 
basis. Rooms set u p ready for act­ 
ion. Su p p lies were being made 
by 
v olu ntary work ers. A steady stream 
of blood donors came in all 
day . 
Blood for p lasma, blood for wou nd­ 
ed, gallons stored away ready for 
u se. 
Abou t 5 p . m. Monday , some doc­ 
tor or Red Cross work er brou ght 
in a q u art of brandy for the nu rses 
and doctors. We drank a toast to the 
red, white and blu e and 'began get­ 
ting ready for ou r second night of 
black ou t. 
(Su rgery windows 
were 
sp ray ed 
with black p aint, all crack s p laster­ 
ed. We were ready for night su r-, 
gery —all lights cov ered with 
blu ej 
p ap er. 
The night settled down 
still as 
death. 
Gray rain clou ds 
mov ed 
across the sk y . 
Occasionally 
the 
moon came throu gh. 
The 
island 
was black , and we 
were 
waiting 
tense and alert for the first hu m of 
enemy p lanes. 
I am on call for anesthesia, 
so 


Mrs. J. T. Embrey died 
Friday 
morning, Janu ary 9 , at 11:00 o’clock 
in the Sweetwater Hosp ital follow­ 
ing an illness of sev en week s. 
Hazel Hu nter was born Sep tember 
9 . 19 17 at the home of her p arents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Walter 
Hu nter 
near 
Hamlin and had grown to 
y ou ng 
womanhood in this commu nity . At 
the time of her death she was 24 
y ears and 4 months of age, 
and 
while she had been desp erately ill 
for some day s, her u ntimely death 
came a,s a great shock to her family 
and host of friends. 
On Au gu st 10, 19 40, she was mar­ 
ried to J. T. Embrey , since which 
time she and her hu sband had made 
their home near Hamlin. 
At the ago of 18 she u nited with 
the First Bap tist chu rch in Hamlin 
where the fu neral serv ices were con­ 
du cted Satu rday afternoon at 2:30 
by the p astor, the Rev . H. E. East. 
Su rv iv ing are the hu sband, 
the 
p arents, three sisters, Ev alena and 
Fay e Hu nter, both of Hamlin, and 
Mrs. Bu mie Reed Jr., of Stamford, 
and one brother, W. L. Hu nter, 
of 
Hamlin. 
Interment was in East Cemetery 
u nder the direction of the Barrow 
Fu neral Directors. 
Pallbearers were Arlie Cassle, Roy 
Gilbreath, Earnest Lee, John Wal­ 
ton, W. 
C. Ru ssell and Fred Car­ 
p enter.

“Plu m”, 
meaning to some far off island and 
they cou ld hav e been intercep ted by 
the Jap s abou t the time of Pearl 
Harbor attack . 
The message came to an officer’s 
wife in Abilene that they had landed 
and this gav e hop e that Roy was 
also safe.
